Lenin’s foreign minister says 
the League of Nations is ‘‘organ- 
ized impotence.’’ He likely said it 
in Russian, but that is what it 
amounts to when stated in Eng- 
lish. And whatever language he 
used he succeeded in vogalizing a 
regrettable but quite obvious fact 
in a way that deserves attention, 

Tchitcherin represents one of 
the alleged governments that the 
League has been trying to control 
in the interests of international 
peace and justice, and the one 
among them all that needs control- 
ling. He ought to know what he is 
talking about. He has defied the 
League, scoffed at its pretensions, 
refused to answer its letters—and 
nothing has happened. When the 
Powers assemble to make a read- 
justment of things in the Levant 
he promptly puts in an appear- 
ance, is admitted to the council 
voom, and proceeds to tell Europe 
that the map won't last unless he 
is permitted to draw the boundary 
lines. When he says that the Lea- 
gue cannot control the Soviet he 
is stating what he knows from ex- 
perience to be the truth, and there- 
by proves his contention that the 
organization is powerless as re- 
gards the purpose for which it was 
formed. 

If the League cannot keep the 
Soviet in bounds it will make no 
great difference to the world 
whether or not it can keep smal! 
fry nations from flying at each 
others throats. Europe does not al- | 
ways spring to arms when a; 
couple of third or fifth rate pow- 
ers take to pummelling each other 
in a dispute over a line fence ; but 
when Red Russia strikes every 
country on the continent that 
wants to remain a country will 
jiave to put its army in the field. | 
Tf the League cannot regulate the | 
biggest out-law in the whole polit- 
ieal landscape it cannot guarantee 
io keep the world at peace by 
using soft language and economic 
pressure to prevent minor states | 
from getting into conflict. The 
public are not protected against 
violence by appointing a constable 
who can do no more than keep 
boys from fighting in the streets 
while assassins and bank-robbers 
hatch criminal conspiracies with 
out being molested or restrained. 

There can be no question about 
the intentions of the authors of the 
League of Nations, and it must be 
taken that the states which have 
subscribed to the covenant intend 
to keep their pledges. But it will 
do no harm if the world puts a| 
little less confidence in the omni- 
potence of the League than has 
been the fashion in some quarters. 
The peace of the world is not men- 
aced by the Powers which have 
joined the League. It would not 
be menaced by them if there were 
no League. Their membership is | 
the public token and pledge of | 
pacific intentions, whieh would 
restrain their conduct in any case. | 
Nobody—even in Germany--sus | 
pects Britain or France or Italy of 
wanting to bring on another w orld 
war, or of deliberately doing what 
is likely to produce that result. |

What Is the Matter? 


An Ottawa despatch of the 18th 
guardedly conveys the idea that 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police will not be allowed to assist 


the civic and provincial authori- 
ties in protecting persons and pro- 
perty from aggression by members 
of or sympathizers with the U.M. 
W.A. This decision necessarmly 
raises the question as to why the 
force is maintained, The incidents 
of the attack on the mines and 
miners of the Edmonton field by 
the U.M.W.A. are unusual. A con- 
dition has arisen which was not 
contemplated in the establishment 
and maintenance of the city and 
provincial police forces, Extra 
duties have been laid upon mem- 
bers of these forces. In the end the 
foreex may have to be increased if 
the duties are to be properiy per- 
formed, as they have been in tho 
past. It would seem that if there 
were any purpose in maintaining 
a Domfhion force it was to meet 
just such occasions. The force is 
here, ready for duty. But instead 
of its being employed, the militia 
are to be called out, in case of ne- 
cessity. In the meantime the city 
and provincial forces are being 
worked overtime, and the Domin- 
ion force is calmly looking on. 
Should the necessity for military 
assistance arise there need be no 
fear as to the promptitude with 
which the call will be answered, 
or the energetic nature of the ac- 
tion that will be taken. But the
